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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


Old  Rivals  Sever  Football  Relations 

THE  football  season  of  1948,  the  most  successful  in  a 
number  of  years,  ended  on  November  20,  at  Dan- 
ville, Ky.,  when  Hampden-Sydney  defeated  Center 
College.    Altogether  nine  games  were  played,  resulting  in 
six  victories,  one  tie  and  two  defeats. 

To  many  of  the  older  Alumni  regret  will  be  felt  that, 
•after  playing  Richmond  College, 
now  Richmond  University,  practi- 
cally every  year  for  more  than  half 
a  century,  football  relations  with 
this  ancient  rival  have  now  been 
severed.  During  the  earlier  half  of 
this  period  Hampden-Sydney  teams 
held  the  edge.  During  the  past  25 
years,  however,  with  the  student 
body  of  Richmond  University  con- 
stantly on  the  increase — now  with 
2,000  or  more  students — Hampden- 
Sydney  with  less  than  a  fourth  of 
that  number  no  longer  has  the  man- 
power and  reserves.  As  a  result  dur- 
ing this  last  25  years  Hampden- 
Sydney's  victories  have  been  com- 
paratively few,  but  her  team  always 
put  up  a  hard  and  scrappy  fight. 

The  decision  no  longer  to  carry 
Richmond  on  the  football  schedule 
is  perhaps  a  wise  one.  In  a  contest 
with  strong,  heavy  teams  the  danger 
of  serious  injury  was  always  great, 
and  with  few  reserves  and  replace- 
ments the  team  would  find  itself 
handicapped  when  meeting  other 
teams  of  its  own  class.  Recognizing 
this  fact,  heretofore,  contests  with 

such  schools  as  William  and  Mary,  V.  M.  I.,  V.  P.  I., 
Washington  and  Lee,  the  University  of  Virginia  and  other 
large  institutions,  such  as  Maryland,  Cornell  and  Florida, 
have  been  discontinued. 

Hampden-Sydney  teams  will  continue  to  meet  with 
Richmond  University  on  the  diamond  and  on  the  basket- 
ball court.  Likewise  it  will  continue  to  schedule  games  in 
these  sports  with  other  large  institutions.  It  has  been 
found  not  infrequently  that  the  small  institutions  can  put 
out  baseball  and  basketball  teams  the  equal  ol  those 
produced  by  institutions  many  times  as  large. 

It  is  with   not  a  little  satisfaction   to   the   editors   to 
record  that  Lynn  Chewning,  one  of  the  backs  of  the  1948 
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Hampden-Sydney  team,  made  a  place  on  the  All  State 
Mythical  Eleven,  and  also  was  chosen  by  the  Associated 
Press  on  Little  All-America. 


Satisfaction  in  Being  a  Private  Institution 

BEING  a  state  supported  insti- 
tution with  the  backing  of  the 
state  has  very  obvious  and  distinct 
advantages,  but  such  support  is  not 
an  unalloyed  blessing.  Witness  the 
agitation  now  going  on  whereby  the 
school  authorities  in  the  public 
schools  are  being  required  to  furnish 
the  same  facilities  to  negroes  as  are 
provided  for  whites — which  means 
unless  such  provision  is  made  negro 
children  would  be  admitted  to  white 
schools. 

The  same  rule  would  be  appli- 
cable where  state  supported  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  are  con- 
cerned. That  such  facilities  should 
be  provided  for  the  negroes  is  ad- 
mitted, but  when  it  is  remembered 
that  it  has  taken  nearly  a  century 
to  bring  the  schools  for  whites  to 
the  point  they  have  now  reached, 
that  many  living  today  attended 
public  schools  far  inferior  to  what 
is  now  provided  for  the  negroes,  it 
can  not  be  reasonably  expected  that 
within  a  brief  period  these  equal 
facilities  can  be  provided.  It  will 
take  time  and  millions  of  dollars. 
With  inadequate  endowment,  limited  resources  and 
equipment,  Hampden-Sydney  College  is  at  least  free  from 
such  difficulties  as  now  confront  public  supported  in- 
stitutions. Being  a  private  institution,  its  President  and 
Board  of  Trustees  are  the  sole  arbiters.  No  Court  can 
step  in  and  say  who  shall  be  admitted  to  the  classrooms, 
what  subjects  are  to  be  taught  and  what  facilities  to  be 
provided.  This  freedom  which  is  ours  we  would  not  forego 
for  the  large  sums  that  the  state  or  the  United  States 
might  grant,  no  matter  what  advantages  such  sums  might 
bring.  This  college  would  never  exchange  what  it  now 
has  in  the  way  of  freedom  for  this,  which  after  all  would 
amount  to  the  surrender  of  our  birthright.

IT  is  the  sorrowful  duty  of  The  Record  to  announce  to 
the  many  friends  of  the  college  the  sudden  death  on 
December  21  last  of  Grace  Martin  Walker,  the  beloved 
wife  of  George  L.  Walker,  Alumni  Secretary  and  Managing 
Editor  of  this  publication.  The  sad  tidings  coming  with 
such  suddenness  found  the  entire  community  ill  prepared 
to  withstand  the  shock. 

Mrs.  Walker  had  long  been  intimately  connected  with 
the  college.  Many  of  her  family  received  their  education 
at  Hampden-Sydney.  She  was  secretary  to  Dr.  H. 
Tucker  Graham  while  he  was  president.  She  also  held  a 
secretarial  position  when  her  husband  was  dean.  Almost 
from  the  first  issue  of  The  Record  in  October,  1926, 
she  was  one  of  those  who  had  no  small  part  in  getting 
out  this  publication.  She  had  the  keenest  and  liveliest 
interest  in  everything  pertaining  to  the  college,  and  was 
ready  at  all  times  to  aid  in  any  undertaking  which  would 
advance  its  cause.  No  social  gathering  at  Commencement, 
at  Homecoming,  or  any  other  like  occasion  connected  with 
Hampden-Sydney  was  complete  without  her  active  and 
gracious  co-operation  and  assistance.  She  contributed 
much  to  the  success  of  these  events,  and  knew  almost  as 
many  students  and  former  students  as  did  Mr.  Walker 
himself.  The  Walker  home  was  the  dispenser  of  abounding 
hospitality. 

Sprung  from  the  best  Virginia  stock  she  was  a  lady  of 
the  highest  type,  beloved  by  all  who  knew  her,  unfaltering 
in  her  faith,  abounding  in  kindness  and  good  works,  a 
devoted  wife  and  mother,  and  a  never  failing  friend.  Her 
going  from  us  has  left  a  void  in  the  life  of  the  community. 

The  editors  of  The  Record  extend  their  deepest 
sympathy  to  her  husband,  their  colleague,  and  to  the  son, 
George  L.  Walker,  Jr.,  in  the  immeasurable  loss  which 
has  come  to  them — a  loss  which  is  shared  by  all  those 
here  connected  with  the  college  and  by  the  entire  com- 
munity. 

The  Million  Dollar  Campaign, 
a  Signal  Success 

IT  will  be  of  transcendent  interest  and  satisfaction  to 
the  Alumni  of  the  college  and  its  friends  everywhere 
to  learn  that  the  campaign  for  a  million  dollars  has  been  a 
complete  success,  the  goal  having  been  reached  well  be- 
fore the  deadline  of  December  31.  It  can  be  said  that  the 
new  year  for  Hampden-Sydney  starts  off  most  auspiciously 
— more  so  than  any  former  new  year  within  the  memory 
of  the  editors. 

The  striking  and  significant  fact  about  the  raising  of 
this  very  considerable  sum  is  that  it  was  accomplished 
without  the  assistance  of  any  paid  organization  or  agency. 
Those  who  carried  on  the  work  were  volunteers,  giving 
their  services  willingly  and  freely,  so  that  100  cents  in 
every  dollar  raised  goes  to  the  college.  President  Gammon 
has  given  himself  without  stint  to  carrying  on  this  cam- 
paign, and  inspiring  others  to  follow  his  leadership  and 
lend  their  efforts  to  its  success.  He  never  permitted  dis- 
couragement to  take  hold  of  him.  Even  when  things  did 
not  look  too  bright,  as  was  the  case  at  times,  his  determina- 
tion and  enthusiasm,  which  never  flagged,  gave  courage 
to  the  fainthearted  and  faltering.  He  was  fortunate  in 
having  the  active   support  of   a   number  of  the  Alumni 


and  friends  of  the  college  who  were  outstanding  in  the 
work  which  they  did  towards  making  the  campaign  a 
success,  giving  freely  of  their  time  and  generously  of  their 
means.  No  attempt  is  being  made  in  this  editorial  com- 
ment to  mention  their  names,  for  the  very  good  reason 
that  inadvertently  one  who  rendered  great  service  might 
be  overlooked.  Anyhow,  these  men  rendered  unforgettable 
service  to  the  college. 

The  Alumni  as  a  whole  demonstrated  a  loyalty  which 
we  are  confident  has  never  been  surpassed  by  the  Alumni 
of  any  other  institution  anywhere.  They  have  contributed 
through  this  the  Ninth  Alumni  Fund  alone  approximately 
#70,000.00,  most  of  which  was  allocated  to  the  campaign. 

What  the  success  of  this  undertaking  means  to  the 
college  is  difficult  to  measure.  In  the  first  place  it  will 
mean  a  tremendous  uplift  in  the  confidence  in  the  future, 
it  assures  the  Board  of  Trustees  what  a  concerted  effort 
will  accomplish,  and  it  will  of  course  produce  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  annual  income  of  the  college,  as  of  this 
million  dollars,  #800,000.00  goes  into  the  endowment, 
and  added  to  what  the  college  already  had  will  make  the 
invested  endowment  approximately  #1,200,000.00,  the 
annual  income  from  which  will  be  about  #40,000.00. 
Moreover,  we  may  be  permitted  to  use  the  cliche  "that 
nothing  succeeds  like  success,"  and  the  success  of  this 
campaign  will  probably  mean  additional  gifts  and  con- 
tributions, which  may  ere  long  build  up  an  invested 
endowment  of  such  an  amount  as  will  place  the  college 
in  such  a  position  of  independence  that  it  can  confidently 
go  forward  in  its  work,  untrammeled  by  fluctuations  of 
student  attendance. 

The  Record  extends  its  hearty  congratulations  to 
President  Gammon  and  to  his  lieutenants  who  worked 
so  faithfully  and  effectively  with  him. 


Election  Results  as  Uncertain  as 
Outcome  of  Athletic  Contests 

THE  uncertainty  of  the  outcome  of  athletic  contests  is 
matched  by  the  equal  uncertainty  which  will  be 
found  in  elections.  The  people  of  the  United  States  have 
recently  had  this  impressed  upon  them  by  the  outcome  of 
the  presidential  election  on  November  2  last.  With  all 
the  polls,  radio  commentators,  editorial  opinions,  maga- 
zine articles,  the  views  of  the  man  on  the  street,  and  the 
overwhelming  betting  odds  predicting  a  sweeping  victory 
for  Governor  Dewey,  the  Republican  candidate,  the 
decisive  victory  of  President  Truman  was  nothing  short 
of  amazing.  It  is  rare  that  old-time  gamblers,  who  have 
an  uncanny  way  in  their  predictions,  are  proved  wrong, 
especially  when  the  odds  are  heavy,  but  in  the  election  of 
Tuesday,  November  2,  these  as  well  as  other  prophets  were 
confounded. 

Many  reasons  have  been  assigned  for  the  upset.  For 
example,  the  vigorous  single-handed  fight  put  up  by  Mr. 
Truman  aroused  admiration,  and  produced  a  certain 
sympathy  for  the  underdog;  the  fact  that  he  was  largely 
supported  by  organized  labor  to  which  he  had  made  an 
especial  appeal  and  many  promises;  the  attitude  of  the 
housewife,  sorely  put  to  it  by  high  prices — which  high 
prices  Mr.  Truman  stated  might  have  been  prevented 
had  not  the  Republican  Congress  refused  to  put  on  the 
controls  urged  by  him — all  contributed  to  the  result.   The 
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determining  factor,  however,  was  the  prosperity  of  the 
country  and  the  high  percentage  of  employment.  As  has 
been  often  said,  an  administration  is  rarely  changed  when 
times  are  good.  The  average  man  does  not  look  far  into 
the  future.  He  does  not  bother  himself  about  what  may 
happen  tomorrow.  It  is  how  he  was  getting  on  yesterday, 
and  how  he  is  getting  on  today. 

President  Truman  had  alienated  many  in  the  South  by 
his  advocacy  of  the  so-called  Civil  Rights  Program  and 
what  is  known  as  the  Fair  Employment  Practice  Com- 
mission— a  bid  for  the  negro  votes  in  close  states,  especially 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania.  After  all,  he  lost  both  of 
these  states,  but  even  so  and  with  the  loss  of  four  Southern 
states,  emerged  victorious  with  304  electoral  votes,  38 
more  than  the  necessary  266. 

On  his  own  now,  with  both  Houses  of  Congress  heavily 
Democratic,  it  is  hoped  that  he  will  make  good,  and  as 
he  says  "deserve  the  honor  which  has  come  to  him."  If 
he  will  surround  himself  with  wise  counsellors — something 
[he  has  not  been  conspicuous  for  doing  heretofore — feels 
his  responsibility  more  keenly,  he  may  yet  prove  that  his 
election  was  best  not  only  for  the  nation,  but  for  the 
world. 

The  poor  showing  made  by  the  extreme  leftist  Henry  A. 
Wallace,  who  could  corral  only  about  one  million  votes  of 
the  47  million  cast,  is  gratifying  to  the  other  46  million 
who  voted,  and  to  many  million  more  who  did  not  vote. 
The  result  of  the  election  can  bring  small  comfort  to 
Russia,  whose  cause  Wallace  seemed  to  espouse  rather 
than  that  of  his  own  country. 


It  is  pleasing  that  the  quadrennial  business  of  electing 
a  president  of  the  United  States  having  past,  as  usual, 
the  people  of  the  country  settled  down  to  the  routine  of 
going  about  their  daily  affairs  with  no  outward  evidence 
of  any  change  having  taken  place.  This  is  one  of  the  finest 
characteristics  of  our  Democracy. 

There  must  have  been  a  prodigious  discarding  of 
printed  copy  by  the  magazines  and  newspapers  of  the 
country.  Many  articles  about  and  photographs  of 
Governor  Dewey  as  the  next  President  of  the  United 
States,  the  names  of  those  who  would  likely  be  in  his 
Cabinet,  what  he  planned  to  do,  had  to  be  destroyed 
and  new  stories  and  articles  hastily  written  to  meet  the 
situation,  with  President  Truman  in  the  saddle  for  an- 
other 4  years.  Some  of  the  newspapers  were  off  the  press 
and  on  the  streets  announcing  the  election  of  Governor 
Dewey  with  his  picture  prominently  displayed.  As 
President  Truman  remarked  after  the  result  was  known 
"there  were  many  red  faces  among  the  pollsters  and 
newspaper  editors." 


Dr.  Gammon  Cited  for  War  Service 

Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon  has  been  cited  by  the  Bureau 
of  Naval  Personnel  in  recognition  of  his  meritorious  and 
personal  service  during  World  War  II,  in  connection  with 
the  establishment  and  conduct  of  the  Naval  Unit  V-12, 
a  small  but  successful  organization  which  gave  training 
to  700  men  who  later  saw  active  service.

Dear  Alumnus: 

Through  the  help  and  loyalty  and  generosity  of  many, 
the  goal  of  #1,000,000  has  been  attained.  While  it  is  true 
that  the  campaign  started  in  the  Synod  of  Virginia  for 
$500,000,  the  fact  remains  that  of  all  the  $800,000 
eventually  received,  the  Alumni 
played  a  powerful  part.  No  words  of 
mine  are  adequate  to  express  the 
gratitude  we  all  feel. 

As  you  may  remember,  in  order  to 
receive  the  $200,000  appropriation 
from  the  General  Education  Board, 
$800,000  had  to  go  to  Endowment. 
This  means  that  Hampden-Sydney 
now  has  an  Endowment  of  $1,1 18,000 
not  a  large  one,  but  far  better  than 
$388,000. 

The     Alumni     Fund     proper    has 
reached     the     splendid     amount     of        Edgar  G.  Gammon 
$71,000.       Many    Alumni    increased 

their  gifts;  others  gave  two  or  three  times.  The  interest 
among  those  who  annually  support  the  Fund  was  all  any 
one  could  ask.  There  were  also  some  who  gave  for  the 
first  time. 

Bear  with  me  when  I  repeat  what  I  have  said  so  often — 
the  Alumni  Fund  is  our  strong  financial  hope  for  the 
future.  I  am  convinced  that  the  day  will  come  when  it 
can  average  $50,000  a  year.  In  other  words,  it  can  always 
equal  the  interest  on  a  million  dollars  and  thereby,  in 
reality,  increase  the  endowment  by  just  that  much. 

In  spite  of  what  has  been  done,  we  cannot  forget  the 
urgent  needs  still  upon  us.  We  can  pant  awhile,  but  the 
game  must  go  on.  We  cannot  afford  to  let  down.  Too 
much  has  been  accomplished.  For  practically  all  of  173 
years,  Hampden-Sydney  has  been  on  the  defense  finan- 
cially. Now  at  last  we  have  the  ball.  We  must  not  let 
it  go.

Judge  Richard  Bannister  Baptist,  '95 

THIS  distinguished  lawyer  and  jurist  is  now  and  has 
been  since  1942  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals  of  Tennessee.  Prior  to  that  time  he  had  served 
as  Judge  of  the  16th  Judicial  Circuit  from  his  elevation  to 
that  bench  in  1918  until  his  appointment  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals. 

Judge  Baptist  was  born  on  April  9,  1874,  m  Tipton 
County,  Tennessee,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of 
1895  at  Hampden-Sydney.  This  Class  was  composed  of  a 
large  number  of  unusually  bright  young  men,  and  as 
might  be  expected,  many  of  them  reached  positions  of 
honor  and  distinction  in  the  various  fields  of  activity. 

Many  members  of  Judge  Baptist's  family  on  both  his 
father's  and  mother's  side  had  received  their  education 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  and  it  was  but  natural  when  the 
session  of  1892-1893  opened,  Richard  Bannister  Baptist 
was  among  the  matriculates.  His  great  uncle,  Edward 
Baptist,  who  was  a  student  about  the  year  1 810,  served 
in  the  War  of  181 2,  and  then  later  returned  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  to  study  theology,  entering  the  Baptist  ministry. 
He  was  the  founder  of  the  academy  at  Richmond,  which 
afterwards  became  Richmond  College,  now  Richmond 
University.  Richard  H.  Baptist,  the  brother  of  the  Rev. 
Edward  Baptist,  was  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney 
about  the  same  time,  belonging  to  the  Class  of  1813.  He 
chose  the  law  for  his  profession.  Edward  Singleton 
Baptist,  another  kinsman,  was  at  Hampden-Sydney  the 
session  of  1 853-1 854.  He  also  entered  the  Baptist  ministry, 
and  lived  at  Boydton,  Mecklenburg  County,  Va.  As 
did  the  vast  majority  of  young  men  who  had  been  students 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  he  served  in  the  Confederate  Army. 
On  his  mother's  side  there  were  Robert  Boyd,  and 
William  T.  Boyd  of  the  Class  of  1858,  John  B.  Boyd  of  the 


Class  of  1859,  Francis  Walker  Boyd  of  the  Class  of  i860, 
and  William  Townes  Boyd  of  the  Class  of  1862 — all  of 
whom  were  soldiers  in  the  Confederate  Army,  William  T. 
Boyd  holding  the  rank  of  captain. 

Judge  Baptist's  father,  N.  W.  Baptist,  a  native  of 
Mecklenburg  County,  Virginia,  also  served  in  the  Con- 
federate Army  and  moved  to  Tennessee  in  1869,  and  later 
followed  the  profession  of  law  in  Covington,  Tenn.,  with 
whom  after  teaching  awhile  and  employment  for  several 
years  in  Washington,  D.  C,  his  son,  Judge  Baptist,  in 
1904  formed  a  partnership. 

When  at  Hampden-Sydney  Judge  Baptist  was  a 
member  of  the  Kappa  Sigma  social  fraternity  and  the 
Philanthropic  Literary  Society.  The  two  literary  societies, 
Union  and  Philanthropic,  aroused  great  interest,  and  did 
much  to  develop  literary  and  forensic  talent  among  the 
students.  Many  who  were  trained  in  the  halls  of  these 
societies  had  distinguished  careers. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Frances  Baptist,  a  great 
aunt  of  Judge  Baptist,  married  Major  Thomas  Hill  of 
Culpeper  County,  and  was  the  mother  of  the  great  Con- 
federate chieftan,  General  A.  P.  Hill. 

Judge  Baptist  married  Miss  Alice  Hall  of  Covington. 
They  have  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Isabel  Kennedy  of 
Covington,  Tenn.,  and  Mrs.  George  R.  DeSaussure  of 
Memphis.  Judge  Baptist  is  a  man  of  commanding  ap- 
pearance, an  outstanding  citizen  and  jurist,  and  is  pos- 
sessed withal  of  a  genial  disposition  and  friendly  character, 
which  have  endeared  him  to  the  Bench  and  Bar  of  Ten- 
nessee.

A  Half  Century  of  Faithful  Service 

AMONG  those  who  returned  to  Hampden-Sydney  for 
i\  Homecoming  on  November  13  was  the  Rev.  A.  J. 
Ponton  of  the  Class  of  '97,  who  now  resides  near  Lynch- 
burg, Ya.  He  tells  us  that  whenever  he  is  able  to  get  to 
any  of  the  games  played  at  Hampden-Sydney  the  home 
team  always  wins.  It  might  be  well  if  the  coaches  would 
bear  this  in  mind. 

A.  J.  Ponton  spent  nearly  4  years  at  Hampden-Sydney 
coming  here  as  a  married  man  at  a  time  when  it  was  very 
unusual  to  find  a  benedict  among  the  students.  While  he 
did  not  graduate,  he  remained  at  college  until  the  middle 
of  his  senior  year,  when  as  he  says  bad  health  and  financial 
difficulties  overtook  him. 

That  fall  he  entered  LTnion  Theological  Seminary,  then 
located  at  Hampden-Sydney,  and  when  that  institution 
moved  to  Richmond  he  went  with  it,  completing  his 
course  in  1900.  Almost  immediately  he  entered  the  active 
ministry,  first  in  Pittsylvania  County,  his  work  being  in 
one  of  the  largest  home  mission  fields  in  Virginia,  where 
he  stayed  for  10  years.  While  there  he  built  the  Matthews 
Memorial  Church. 

In  October,  1910,  he  moved  to  Pamplin,  Ya.,  to  take 
charge  of  the  Pamplin  group  of  Presbyterian  churches. 
He  continued  his  work  in  that  field  for  14  years,  and  while 
there  built  and  re-built  the  Davis  Memorial  Church  at 
Prospect. 

From  this  point  in  1924  he  went  to  Broadway,  Va., 
carrying  on  the  work  in  that  area  until  1928.  Having 
acquired  an  aptitude  for  church  building  it  was  here  that 
he  laid  the  cornerstone  of  the  handsome  new  brick  and 
cement  church,  the  total  cost  of  which  was  $40,000.00 — 
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a  very  considerable  sum  at  anytime,  but  large  indeed  at 
that  period  when  a  dollar  had  real  purchasing  value, 
so  different  from  the  inflated  dollar  of  today. 

From  Broadway  he  moved  to  Old  Windy  Cove  Church, 
where  he  served  for  4  years.  After  this  he  suffered  a  com- 
plete breakdown,  but  we  soon  find  him  again  in  active 
service  at  Coleman  Place,  preaching  there  for  another  4 
years.  During  the  last  year  of  the  life  of  Rev.  T.  S.  Wilson, 
D.  D.,  Mr.  Ponton  was  his  assistant. 

Though  he  has  passed  the  retirement  age — he  is  now 
in  his  8 1st  year — he  is  still  preaching,  and  has  been  for 
the  last  8  years  stated  supply  for  Jehovah-Jireh  Church 
near  Lynchburg  and  Matthews  Memorial  Church  near 
Chatham. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Ponton  has  rounded 
out  a  half  century  of  unselfish  service  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  a  record  of  which  he  is  not  ashamed,  nor  are  his 
classmates.  On  the  contrary,  they  have  nothing  but 
commendation  for  his  faithful  and  unflagging  devotion 
to  the  great  cause  to  which  he  has  dedicated  himself. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  note  that  his  son,  Andrew 
Jackson  Ponton,  Jr.,  was  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney 
in  1922-23,  and  he  now  has  a  grandson  here  a  member  of 
the  sophomore  class. 

All  good  wishes  go  to  our  old  classmate  with  the  hope 
he  mav  be  able  to  continue  his  work  for  many  more  years.

Fifth  Edition  of  "Old  Virginia  Gentle- 
man" by  Dr.  Bagby,  Dietz  Press, 
Richmond,  Virginia,  $3.50 

IT  will  be  of  interest  to  hundreds  of  former  students  who 
sat  in  the  classroom  under  the  inspiring  teaching  of 
Professor  J.  H.  C.  Bagby — for  more  than  40  years  the 
brilliant  and  beloved  professor  of  Physics  here — that  an- 
other edition — the  fifth — of  the  "Old  Virginia  Gentleman  " 
and  other  sketches  by  his  distinguished  father,  George 
W.  Bagby,  has  been  announced.  This  fifth  edition,  as 
was  the  fourth,  is  edited  and  arranged  by  Miss  Ellen  M. 
Bagby  of  Richmond,  the  daughter  of  the  author.  This 
present  edition  includes  the  contents  of  the  previous 
volumes,  with  the  preface  to  the  edition  edited  by  Thomas 
Nelson  Page,  and  the  introduction  by  Dr.  Douglas  Free- 
man to  the  fourth  edition,  as  well  as  most  interesting  and 
feeling  recollections  of  Dr.  Bagby  from  the  pen  of  one  of 
his  ardent  admirers,  Mrs.  Kate  Burrell  Boyer  of  Bedford, 
written  in  1889.  These  recollections  present  to  the  reader 
an  intimate  picture  of  this  distinguished  man  of  letters 
by  one  who  had  an  unusual  opportunity  to  know  him  as 
he  was. 

It  would  seem  that  Dr.  Bagby's  fame,  in  the  mind  of 
the  average  reader,  rests  upon  his  humor  in  sketches  such 
as  "How  Rubenstein  Played,"  "Meekin's  Twinses," 
"Letters  of  Mozis  Addums,"  to  such  an  extent  that  one 
is  apt  to  overlook  some  of  his  other  writings,  such  as 
"John  M.  Daniel's  Latch  Key."  In  this  biographical 
sketch  and  many  other  sketches,  Dr.  Bagby  demonstrates 
his  high  literary  ability.  One  can  not  help  regretting  that 
he  did  not  do  more  in  the  biographical  line.  He  could  and 
would  have  equaled,  if  not  surpassed,  any  other  Virginia 
biographer  of  the  period  in  which  he  lived. 

No  one  understood  or  could  portray  with  more  skill 
and  fidelity  the  ante-bellum  days  and  the  days  just  suc- 


ceeding the  War  Between  the  States.  His  portrait  of  the 
old  Virginia  gentleman  and  his  delineation  of  the  old 
Virginia  negro  have  never  been  surpassed. 

In  this  present  period  of  stress,  anxiety  and  uncertainty 
into  which  the  whole  world  is  plunged,  it  is  refreshing 
to  be  able  to  turn  to  the  period  of  which  Dr.  Bagby 
writes,  when  peace  and  plenty  prevailed  in  Virginia  prior 
to  the  War  Between  the  States,  as  well  as  to  the  period 
immediately  following  this  war,  when,  while  there  were 
many  hardships  endured  by  the  people  of  Virginia,  and 
aften  poverty,  there  was  still  much  cheer  and  content- 
ment. This  was  an  era  known  as  the  horse  and  buggy 
days,  spoken  of  somewhat  disparagingly  by  some  who 
feel  that  the  day  of  automobiles  and  airplanes  shows 
development  and  progress;  but  in  the  rush  of  these  days 
of  luxury  and  speed,  the  contentment  which  prevailed  in 
the  horse  and  buggy  days  has  gone. 

Miss  Bagby  is  to  be  thanked  and  commended  for 
making  available  in  another  edition  these  sketches  by  her 
distinguished  father.  The  preceding  edition — the  fourth — 
has  been  exhausted,  and  the  demand  for  a  new  one  was 
apparent.  Many  who  are  familiar  with  these  stories  of 
Dr.  Bagby  will  be  delighted  to  read  them  again,  and  many 
others  will  be  eager  to  make  acquaintances  through  these 
sketches  and  stories,  of  other  days  now  gone  forever.

HIS  RECORD 

Colonel  Robinson,  born  in  Wythe  County  in  1903  and 
graduate  of  the  Wythe  County  schools,  has  been  assistant 
superintendent  of  the  Academy  since  1942  and  has  been 
instructor  of  chemistry  and  mathematics  for  22  years. 
He  was  commandant  of  cadets  from  1928  to  1932  and 
adjutant  from  1932  to  1941.  Since  1936  he  has  also 
coached  baseball. 

Upon  his  graduation  from  Wythe  County  High  School 
in  1922,  he  entered  Hampden-Sydney  College  from  which 
he  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1926.  While 
there,  he  lettered  in  baseball  and  became  a  member  of 
the  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  national  social  fraternity,  and  the 
Chi  Beta  Phi,  national  honorary  scientific  fraternity.  His 
graduate  work  was  done  at  the  University  of  the  South. 

Mrs.  Robinson  is  the  former  Miss  Janet  Warriner  of 
New  Orleans,  whom  he  married  in  1929.  Their  son,  Peter, 
18,  is  a  freshman  at  Dartmouth  College  this  year,  while 
Ann,  16,  is  a  junior  in  St.  Mary's  School. 

Colonel  Robinson  begins  his  work  as  commander  of  the 
Academy  in  its  eightieth  year,  with  92  new  cadets  and  a 
total  enrollment  of  240  on  the  roster.  Since  September, 
he  has  been  acting-superintendent  in  place  of  General 
George  R.  Allin  who  retired  at  that  time.  This  is  the 
thirteenth  year  S.  M.  A.  has  maintained  the  coveted 
honor  school  status  with  the  War  Department.  Its 
founder,  General  Josiah  Gorgas,  chief  ordnance  of  the 
Confederacy,  opened  the  institution  as  the  junior  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  the  South.

JOHN  HAMPDEN  CHAMBERLAYNE  BAGBY 

Member  of  Our  College  Faculty,  1892-1934 


RECENTLY,  when  riding  on  the  Via  Sacra,  and 
passing  Bagby  Hall,  I  said  to  two  friends,  "I  have 
it  in  mind  and  heart  to  quote  some  observations  made 
by  Dr.  James  P.  C.  Southall  on  Dr.  Bagby  in  his  charming 
book  of  reminiscences,  In  the  Days  of  My  Youth;  to  quote 
a  few  words  that  others  have  said;  and  to  add  a  few  words 
of  my  own. 

"  Do  it!"  they  said.  This  is  my  apology,  if  one  be  needed. 

On  page  88,  Dr.  Southall  says,  "The  year  before  I 
entered  College  was  marked  by  the  appearance,  at  the 
end  of  the  session,  of  the  first  volume  of  Corks  and  Curls. 
The  original  name,  which  it  bears  to  this  day,  was  in- 
vented by  my  honoured  friend,  Hampden  Bagby,  who 
was  the  first  editor-in-chief.  Well  do  I  remember  how  it 
was  hailed  with  enthusiasm  as  a  great  and  promising 
achievement;  yet  it  was  nothing  much  to  boast  of."  And 
Dr.  Southall  gives  reasons  why  the  first  issue  seemed 
"tame." 

There  were  no  class  distinctions;  no  caps  and  gowns; 
everyone  was  on  a  level  with  everyone  else;  there  were  no 
processions  of  Faculty  and  students  marching  to  Com- 
mencement and  other  academic  exercises;  no  bands  with 
their  blah;  etc.  Then,  too,  Dr.  Southall,  when  he  wrote 
his  book;  was  advanced  in  years,  looking  back  to,  and 
down  upon,  this  first  effort  to  issue  an  Annual. 

Corks  and  Curls  grew  in  interest  and  power,  and  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  it  has  had  no  editor-in-chief  with  more 
brains,  more  humour,  more  wit.  Pungent  then,  he  re- 
mained so — a  delight  to  those  who  sat  within  the  range 
of  his  conversation.  Says  Dr.  Southall  (pages  88-89), 
"  Corks  and  Curls  in  itself  was  certainly  not  much  of  an 
innovation,  but  a  cloud  no  bigger  than  a  man's  hand  may 
yet  be  a  portent  in  the  sky  and  a  sign  of  the  times.  It 
came  to  birth  in  a  period  of  transition  when  Thomas 
Jefferson's  model  was  being  metamorphosed." 

Of  equal  interest  to  those  who  knew  Dr.  Bagby  well — 
and  of  probably  more  interest  to  the  feminine  mind — is 
what  Dr.  Southall  says  of  Dr.  Bagby  in  his  attitude 
toward  at  least  one  young  lady  of  attractive  personality, 
Natalie  Yenable,  "youngest  of  three  sisters,  a  charming 
debutante."  "She  did  a  thriving  and  disconcerting  busi- 
ness among  the  students  ...  I  never  could  stand  the 
ghost  of  a  chance  against  such  formidable  rivals  as 
Hampden  Bagby,  Sherrard  Tabb,  John  Stewart  Bryan; 
and  Raleigh  Minor,  who  was  among  the  foremost  aspir- 
ants." She  chose  Minor.  It  will  be  noticed  that  Dr. 
Southall  mentioned  Bagby  first,  and  Minor  last,  thus 
giving  a  Scriptural  slant  to  the  narration.  And  he  reverts 
(pages  107-108)  to  the  same  theme,  when  he  says,  "  Hamp- 
den Bagby  used  to  complain  bitterly  that  so  far  as  he  was 
concerned,  'Miss  Natalie  might  as  well  be  incommunicado, 
unless  he  chose  to  have  an  interview  under  the  watchful 
eye  of  a  Delta  Psi  sentinel."  Imagine  the  picture,  so 
wittily  and  characteristically  told. 

Peter  Mitchel  Wilson,  in  his  delightful  Southern 
Exposure,  says  that  in  1879,  when  he  was  very  attentive 
to  the  young  lady  in  North  Carolina  who  subsequently 
married   him,   "courtship   was   hard   labor   and   required 


close  application."  Even  so,  in  any  and  every  com- 
munity, the  world  over,  and  in  every  generation,  past, 
present,  and  future. 

"From  1888  to  1890,"  Dr.  Southall  tells  us  (pages  165- 
166),  Bagby  had  been  a  teacher  in  Clarence  Wallace's 
high  school  for  boys  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  now  having 
returned  to  the  University  in  1890,  was  working  towards 
the  degree  of  Ph.  D.  in  Physics  or  Natural  Philosophy  .  .  . 
The  three  of  us  (Bagby,  Raleigh  Minor,  and  Southall) 
were  a  DKE  trinity." 

Page  170:  "Hampden  Bagby  (in  1895)  had  already 
begun  his  long  and  distinguished  career  as  a  professor  in 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  I  was  teaching  Mathe- 
matics and  Physics  in  the  Miller  Manual  Training  School 
of  Albemarle  .  .  .  Within  not  much  more  than  a  fortnight 
after  the  announcement  in  the  New  York  Herald  of  the 
discovery  of  the  hitherto  unknown  radiation, each  of  four 
young  physicists  had  succeeded,  quite  independently  of 
one  another,  in  making  good  X-ray  skiagrams  of  such  things 
as  a  bunch  of  keys  and  perhaps  also  a  human  finger  bones 
and  the  skeleton  of  a  frog." 

In  the  late  1890's  the  Automobile  Era  opened,  to  be 
followed  first  by  sand-clay  roads,  and  then  by  hard- 
surfaced  ones.  Excitement,  and  even  panic,  took  place  at 
Hampden-Sydney  when  the  first  automobile  appeared  in 
this  quiet  College  village,  about  1904.  During  the  session 
Dr.  Bagby  kept  the  automobile  owned  by  Mr.  George 
Gordon  Battle  and  Mrs.  Battle,  of  Yirginia  and  New  York. 
Mrs.  Battle  was  Dr.  Bagby's  sister. 

The  Doctor  wished  others  to  share  his  pleasure  in  the 
use  of  this  new  vehicle,  and  made  a  circle  of  The  Hill  with 
invitations  to  ride.  Probably  his  earliest  invitation  was 
given  to  some  of  those  living  at  Mrs.  Lacy's,  where  he 
roomed  and  boarded.  In  venturesome  mood  he  invited 
some  of  these  to  take  a  trip  to  far-away  Richmond — 
among  these,  Miss  Minnie  Lacy.  Whether  they  returned 
the  same  day  deponent  saith  not.  At  any  rate,  when  they 
got  on  a  smooth  earth-road,  the  Doctor,  in  a  state  of 
ecstatic  excitement,  said  "Fifteen  miles  an  hour,  Miss 
Minnie!  Fifteen  miles  an  hour!" 

This  amazing  speed,  in  contrast  to  the  Dunkum  and 
Crawley  hacks  (in  winter,  two  hours  to  Farmville,  and 
two  hours  returning),  did  not  cause  him  to  lose  control 
of  the  wheel.  It  was  indeed  an  Era  of  Achievement.  To 
borrow  a  classic  expression  of  Merchantman  Porterfield 
of  Worsham  towne,  "Them  was  the  Days!" 

Dr.  Bagby  was  a  member  of  the  group  known  in  each 
generation  as  "omnivorous  readers."  His  father  had 
trained  him  to  like  books  that  had  body;  and  his  memory 
was  phenomenal.  It  was  worth  a  journey  to  hear  him 
discuss  literature,  past  and  present.  How  fortunate  I 
was  to  have  heard  him,  in  those  fascinating  fields;  and 
equally  so,  to  have  heard  Dr.  Henry  C.  Alexander,  Morton 
Holladay,  Arthur  King,  Willis  Bocock,  Miss  Lillie  Wolff, 
and  other  choice  spirits  appraise  the  books  and  magazines 
they  had  read. 

The  dedication  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Magazine, 
the  Golden  Jubilee  number,  volume  50,  No.  1,  October, 
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1932,  to  Dr.   Bagby  is  so  appropriate  that  it  bears  re- 
peating. It  was  written  by  the  editor,  Jas.  E.  Hemphill,  '33. 

We  dedicate  this  first  issue  of  the  Golden  Jubilee  Hampden-Sydney 
Magazine  to  you,  Dr.  Bagby,  because  we  recognize  in  you  the  highest 
typification  of  all  that  we  believe  our  publication  and  college  stand  for. 

We  recognize  in  your  age,  your  character,  your  mind,  your  ability, 
your  sense  of  humor,  and  your  personality  a  definitely  admirable  con- 
tribution   to    the    college    we    represent. 

Could  a  Dedication  be  more  appropriate,  more  perfect? 

On  the  same  page  with  the  Dedication  is  a  comprehen- 
sive summary  of  Dr.  Bagby's  life  and  accomplishments, 
written  by  Professor  George  L.  Walker.  He  closes  with  a 
quotation  which  is  perfect,  so  true  is  it  and  so  vividly 
expressed.  This  was  taken  from  an  article  written  by 
Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.,  for  the  Kaleidoscope  of  1924, 
which  is  "affectionately  dedicated"  to  Dr.  Bagby  "as  a 
Recognition  and  as  an  Appreciation  of  his  untiring  and 
unselfish  Service  for  our  Alma  Mater." 

If  any  reader  of  this  article  of  mine  has  the  opportunity, 
he  should  read  Dr.  Whitting's  Sketch.  It  is  what  one 
would  expect  of  him  at  his  best.  Praise  could  go  no  higher. 
In  this  Sketch,  Dr.  Whiting  says  that  "No  record  of  Dr. 
Bagby's  activities  would  be  complete  which  did  not  in- 
clude that  monumental  work,  his  General  Catalogue  of  the 
Alumni  of  the  College.  The  time  required  for  this  compila- 
tion covered  four  years — and  it  was  a  labor  of  love."  And 
he  also  carded  over  30,000  books  for  our  College  Library. 
For  patience  could  the  famed  son  of  Issachar  surpass  this? 

Another  illustration  of  his  wish  to  be  of  service  may  be 
mentioned.  I  was  building  telephone  lines  throughout 
Prince  Edward  County;  and  at  Abilene,  about  ten  miles 
away,  we  had  a  central  station,  where  connections  had  to 
be  made. 

It  was  necessary  to  install  a  switchboard.  Both  the 
man  who  worked  with  me,  and  I,  could  string  wire  and 
do  other  crude  work,  but  when  the  switchboard  arrived, 
and  some  of  its  parts  needed  welding,  I  sought  Dr.  Bagby's 
advice.  The  result  was  that  I  hitched  up  a  horse,  and  the 
Doctor  and  I  rode  ten  miles,  on  a  cold,  frosty,  winter 
morning,  over  an  earth  road,  to  Abilene.  We  were  stiff 
with  cold.  He  did  all  the  necessary  work,  and  in  an  hour 
or  so  we  were  telephoning  over  the  County,  and  into 
other  counties.  The  first  message  was  to  my  own  home  at 
"The  Oaks."   This  was  about  1903-5. 

Here,  then,  are  tributes  from  various  sources;  from 
those  in  position  to  know  the  versatility  and  unselfish 
service  of  the  man.  What  more  need  be  said  ? 

Yet  my  own  memory,  in  connection  with  my  contacts 
with  him,  recalls  the  talks  that  Dr.  W.  Morton  Holladay 
and  I  had  with  him  during  the  period  1904-05,  when  I  was 
living  at  "The  Oaks,"  my  father's  home,  not  far  from  the 
College.  Drs.  Bagby  and  Holladay  read  many  books  in 
common.  It  was  a  delight  to  "sit  in"  with  them  and  to 
hear  their  apt  and  humorous  comments.  Indeed,  it  was 
an  education  in  itself,  enjoyed  to  the  full. 

Some  one  had  the  forethought  to  interleave  a  few  copies 
of  the  General  Catalogue  with  blank  pages.  I  got  possession 
of  two  copies,  and  many  of  their  pages  are  filled,  or  partly 
filled,  with  College  data;  and  hardly  a  day  passes  that  I 
do  not  consult  these  volumes,  or  add  discoveries  about 
the  Alumni  and  others  who  have  had  part  in  the  life  of 
our  "Small  College  Great."

In  The  Record  of  last  July,  mention  was  made  of  the 
fact  that  Mr.  R.  H.  Watkins,  Class  of  1895,  was  resigning 
the  superintendency  of  the  city  schools  of  Laurel,  Miss., 
and  was  receiving  many  evidences  of  the  love  of  the 
people  and  appreciation  of  his  forty  years  of  successful 
service.  Again  we  report  further  evidence  of  the  same 
spirit.  At  a  football  game  in  Laurel,  a  beautiful  new 
automobile  was  presented  to  Mr.  Watkins  by  old  pupils, 
Alumni,  and  friends  as  a  token  of  their  affection  and  es- 
teem for  the  old  teacher  now  in  charge  of  the  buildings 
and  grounds  of  the  new  system.  His  emotion  temporarily 
choked  his  utterance,  and  he  could  manage  only  to  wave 
his  hand  to  the  cheering  crowd  in  the  grand  stand;  but 
the  next  day  he  talked  and  wrote  words  of  gratitude 
to  "the  dear  people  of  Laurel;  my  people,  my  friends." 

A  Negro  teacher  in  one  of  the  schools,  among  other 
pleasant  things  in  appreciative  article  wrote:  "Mr. 
Watkins  has  endeared  himself  to  the  children  and  families 
of  the  colored  schools  as  well  as  to  those  of  the  white  .  .  . 
In  thinking  over  the  years  of  his  splendid  work  our 
thoughts  turn  to  the  old  hymn,  "Who  Follows  In  His 
Train?"  In  giving  honor  to  our  former  superintendent,  we 
are  letting  the  new  superintendent  know  that  we  are  a 
group  appreciative  of  work  well  done." 

Mr.  Watkins  deserves  all  the  kind  words  uttered  in 
his  praise.  His  friends  in  Virginia  and  elsewhere  join  in 
the  plaudit,  "well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant." 

A  Brief  Epitome  of  a  Long  Article 

The  Richmond  News-Leader  of  October  14,  1948, 
carried  a  picture  and  a  lengthy  sketch  of  our  good  friend, 
Mr.  William  Watkins  Martin,  '09,  now  chairman  of  the 
Industrial  Commission  of  Virginia.  This  sketch  reports 
every  event  of  Mr.  Martin's  life,  gives  every  trait  of 
character,  native  and  acquired;  even  his  method  of 
wearing  his  hair  is  shown.  One  who  wishes  to  know  this 
distinguished  lawyer,  should  read  the  sketch  so  pleasantly 
and  accurately  written  for  the  News-Leader.  Mr.  Martin 
started  life  right  by  being  son  of  Major  Miles  M.  Martin 
and  Mrs.  Edmonia  Read  Martin,  by  being  grandson  of 
that  outstanding  Virginia  gentleman,  Mr.  William  W. 
Read,  and  by  being  born  in  the  great  old  County  of 
Charlotte  in  "Greenfield,"  the  home  of  christian  life  and 
old-time  hospitality.  Prepared  for  college  in  Mr.  Mc- 
Guire's  school  in  Richmond,  Mr.  Martin  graduated  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College  in  1909;  then  for  a  time  entered 
upon  a  sort  of  wandering  existence  in  New  York  in  a 
clerical  capacity,  as  a  private  secretary  in  Richmond  for 
Governor  H.  C.  Stuart,  as  Commander  of  Company  E, 
320th  Infantry  of  the  80th  Division  in  World  War  I, 
until  laid  low  by  a  burst  of  shrapnel.  Finally,  he  settled 
down  to  the  practice  of  law,  profession  of  his  father  and 
brother.  In  this  he  has  served  the  State  in  various  capac- 
ities, and  has  acquitted  himself  well  in  all  the  positions 
assigned  to  him. 

Mrs.  Martin,  before  her  marriage,  Miss  Katharine 
Westwood  Sinton,  has  been  a  tower  of  strength  to  her 
husband  in  sunshine  and  in  shadow.  Their  two  sons, 
Miles  and  William  W.,  Jr.,  are  students  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.

William  Waverley  Jefferson,  Jr.,  '31 

Directs  the  Red  Cross  Southeastern  Area 

With  sincere  pride  The  Record  reprints  an  article 
from  The  Courier,  official  publication  of  the  American 
Red  Cross.  This  article  tells  of  the  advancement  of  our 
distinguished  friend,  W.  Waverley  Jefferson,  Jr.,  of  Peters- 
burg, Va.,  to  the  headship  of  one  of  the  five  areas  into 
which  the  nation  is  divided  for  the  administrative  purposes 
of  the  Red  Cross.  "Jeff"  is  Vice  President  Area  Manager 
for  the  Southeastern  Area  with  headquarters  in  Atlanta, 
Ga.  Seventeen  years  ago  his  classmates  said  of  him: 
"Whenever  you  are  in  doubt,  see  "Jeff"  whose  memory 
is  never  failing.  On  the  gridiron,  on  the  basketball  court, 
on  the  diamond,  in  business,  and  pleasure  he  is  right  there 
with  the  goods  and  ready  to  deliver."  And  The  Record 
will  add  that  by  the  strength  of  his  character  and  the 
worthiness  of  his  purposes  he  has  made  a  great  contribu- 
tion to  a  great  cause. 

Vice  President,  Area  Manager,  Southeastern  Area 
Mr.  Jefferson  has  acquired  wide  Red  Cross  experience 
at  home  and  abroad.  He  joined  the  organization's  profes- 
sional staff  in  1935  as  a  general  field  representative  in 
Pennsylvania  and  West  Virginia.  Later,  he  became  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  Dade  County  Red  Cross  Chapter 
at  Miami,  Fla.,  a  position  he  held  until  appointed  as- 
sistant manager  in  charge  of  Chapter  Service,  Eastern 
Area.  During  this  period  he  served  in  most  of  the  major 
disasters  in  that  area,  including  the  1936  spring  floods  in 
Pennsylvania  and  West  Virginia  and  the  1937  Ohio- 
Mississippi  Valley  floods. 

In  January,  1944,  Mr.  Jefferson  was  appointed  director 
of  Civilian  War  Relief  with  the  U.  S.  Army  in  the  Med- 
iterranean theater,  and  in  April,  1945,  he  became  the 
American  Red  Cross  delegate  to  the  League  of  Red  Cross 
Societies.  He  participated  in  the  preparations  for  a  con- 
ference of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  League  in 
October,  1945,  at  Geneva,  to  explore  future  plans  and 
activities.  In  November  of  that  year,  he  went  to  Paris  to 
attend  the  first  conference  of  the  League  to  be  held  since 
1938,  and  subsequently  to  the  Oxford,  England,  and 
Geneva  meetings  in  1946.  Upon  his  return  to  national 
Headquarters  he  became  director  of  International  Co- 
operation and  Service  to  Insular  Chapters,  until  July, 
1946,  when  he  was  appointed  Southeastern  Area  Manager. 
Mr.  Jefferson  holds  the  British  Order  of  Malta  and 
other  government  and  Red  Cross  awards. 


Official  Statement  Regarding  Lieutenant 
William  Hodges  Crockett,  '44 

The  Alumni  office  has  received  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment some  statements  in  regard  to  Lieutenant  William 
Hodges  Crockett,  son  of  Mr.  William  B.  Crockett,  '12, 
who  in  World  War  I,  served  overseas  with  the  Rainbow 
Division  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Luneville,  France. 
Brief  excerpts  from  these  records  follow: 

From  the  Department  of  the  Army,  office  of  the 
Adjutant  General:  Charles  D.  Carle,  Colonel  A.  G.  D., 
Commanding,  "William  Hodges  Crockett  enlisted  in  the 
Military  Service,  April  24,  1942,  at  Boiling  Field  .  .  .  was 
appointed  Aviation  Cadet,  June  4,  1942,  and  received 
training  in  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  Tennessee,  and 
Louisiana.  He  was  honorably  discharged  September  3, 
1943,  to  accept  a  commission.  He  was  appointed  Second 
Lieutenant  Air  Corps  Reserve,  September  4,  1943,  ac- 
cepted and  entered  on  active  duty  the  same  day  .  .  .  He 
left  the  \J.  S.  for  foreign  service,  October  17,  1943  .  .  .  was 
reported  missing  in  action,  June  9,  1944,  while  serving  as 
Navigator  of  a  B-24  Aircraft  on  a  combat  mission  .  .  . 
with  the  408th  Heavy  Bombardment  Squadron  .  .  .  Pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  section  5,  Public  Law  490, 
77th  Congress,  as  amended,  death  was  presumed  to  have 
occurred  February  11,  1946."  Later,  December  4,  1947, 
from  the  Adjutant  General's  office,  War  Department: 
"Entitlements:  William  H.  Crockett,  O-809358.  Air 
Medal;  American  Campaign  Service  Ribbon;  Asiatic- 
Pacific  Campaign  Service  Ribbon  with  two  (2)  Bronze 
Service  Stars  for  New  Guinea  and  Air  Offensive  Japan 
Campaigns;  World  War  II  Victory  Medal;  Aviation 
Navigator  Badge;  Distinguished  Unit  Emblem;  Citation 
to  accompany  Air  Medal. 

From  Kenneth  C.  Royall,  Secretary  of  the  Army,  a 
letter  dated  November  7,  1947  was  received  by  Mr. 
William  B.  Crockett  in  part:  "You  will  shortly  receive 
the  Purple  Heart  Medal  which  has  been  posthumously 
awarded  ...  to  your  son,  Second  Lieutenant  William  H. 
Crockett.  It  is  sent  as  a  tangible  expression  of  the  Country's 
gratitude  for  his  gallantry  and  devotion  .  .  .  we  have  all 
been  comrades  in  arms  .  .  .  those  who  have  gone  will 
never  be  forgotten  by  those  of  us  who  remain." 


Horace  Palmer  Jones  Seriously  Injured 

For  news  of  the  tragic  accident  to  our  friend,  we  are 
indebted  to  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Downes,  '17.  Mr.  H.  P. 
Jones,  the  well-known  athlete  of  his  College  years 
(1899-1903),  was  seriously,  if  not  fatally  injured  by  a  fall 
from  the  roof  of  his  home  near  Cheriton,  \*a.,  in  October, 
1948.  He  was  inspecting  a  new  roof  on  his  residence 
when  he  slipped  and  fell  to  the  ground,  breaking  six  ribs 
and  his  back  at  the  twelfth  vertebra,  and  he  is  paralyzed 
from  his  waist.  When  last  heard  from,  he  was  in  the 
hospital  with  three  nurses.  It  is  hard  for  friends  who 
knew  Mr.  Jones  at  College  to  realize  that  he  is  helpless; 
for  here  he  was  a  human  dynamo,  the  leader  in  athletic 
sports  and  the  instructor  in  the  Gymnasium,  able  to 
perform  many  feats  of  strength  and  skill  which  his  com- 
panions could  not  do.

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Boydton  Has  Sacred  Cows 

The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  of  October  3,  194S  had 
an  article  by  Mr.  Ray  Pittman  with  the  above  title.  He 
visited  the  Brahman  herd  of  Mr.  W.  S.  Hundley,  Class 
of  191 2,  who,  with  Mr.  Samuel  Farrar,  owns  a  tract  of 
2,500  acres  in  Mecklenburg  County,  Virginia,  as  a 
pasturage  for  his  cattle,  a  herd  of  1,000  or  more,  among 
which  are  350  pure  bred  or  mixed  cattle  of  the  Brahman 
breed.  These  Brahmans  are  queer  beasts;  they  are  heavy, 
often  live  to  be  twenty-five  years  old,  always  sweat 
through  the  pores  of  the  skin,  and  can  be  as  temperamental 
as  race  horses.  Mr.  Pittman  says:  "This  breed  reproduces 
rapidly,  'gives  extra  rich  milk  but  not  so  much  of  it, 
produces  good  beef  and  a  lot  of  it,  and  seems  impervious 
to  the  hottest  weather  and  to  the  most  pestiferous  flies 
and  other  insects.  They  can  graze  on  ranges  that  border 
on  the  arid,  but  prefer  better  fare."  Mr.  Hundley's 
prize  bull  is  Stark  III,  and  is  a  typical  animal  of  the  breed; 
he  has  spreading  horns  and  a  huge  hump  on  his  back. 
In  fact  he  looks  like  a  cross  between  a  Yak  and  a  Drome- 
dary. Mr.  Hundley  thinks  that  this  breed  is  "the  coming 
cattle  for  the  South  .  .  .  The  South  turning  more  and 
more  to  the  production  of  cattle  may  also  come  to  know 
this  'sacred'  humpbacked  animal  as  the  friendly  in- 
telligent beast  that  it  is  .  .  .  that  fits  into  the  pattern  of  a 
new  farm  economy."  Chacum  a  son  gout.  A  part  of  the 
range  on  which  these  strange-looking  animals  graze  is 
the  estate  known  as  "Elm  Hill,"  home  of  the  Skipwith 
family  in  Mecklenburg  before  Sir  William  Skipwith  or 
Sir  Peyton,  by  skill  and  daring,  won  "Prestwould"  from 
Colonel  Bvrd  its  former  owner. 


Mrs.  Geo.  L.,  "Miss  Grace,"  Walker 

Mrs.  Grace  Vernon  Walker,  the  youngest  child  of  the 
late  Rev.  Stephen  Taylor  Martin  and  Mrs.  Isabella  Brown 
Venable  Martin,  was  born  at  Mills  River,  N.  C,  Sep- 
tember 12,  1 88 1,  and  died  at  her  home  "Kinderton"  in 
Worsham,  Va.,  December  21,  1948.  While  she  had  not 
been  well  for  several  days,  news  of  her  sudden  passing 
came  as  a  great  shock  to  the  community.  Known  af- 
fectionately as  "Miss  Grace,"  this  dear  lady  had  a  place 
in  the  lives  of  so  many,  among  them  great  numbers  of 
Alumni,  that  it  is  impossible  now  to  realize  that  she  has 
gone  to  her  blessed  reward.  To  her  parents  were  born 
five  other  children,  three  sons — Abram  Venable  Martin, 
Class  of  1891,  Stephen  Taylor  Martin,  Jr.,  Class  of  1892, 
both  college  professors,  and  "Little  Edward"  who  died 
at  the  age  of  five — and  two  daughters,  Miss  Annie  Belle 
Martin,  a  choice  spirit,  and  Martha  Alexander  Martin, 
wife  of  Dr.  George  Lincoln  Burr,  distinguished  scholar  of 
the  Cornell  University  Faculty. 

Educated  at  the  Lewisburg  (W.  Va.)  Seminary  and  at 
Peabody  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Miss  Grace  married  George 
Luther  Walker,  '  10,  a  man  well  known  to  the  Alumni  and 
useful  to  the  College,  at  the  home  of  her  brother,  Abram 
Venable  Martin,  in  Clinton,  S.  C,  on  June  18,  1914. 
Of  this  union  there  were  two  children,  George  Luther 
Walker,  Jr.,  '37,  a  gifted  singer,  and  a  daughter,  who 
died  at  birth,  named  for  her  mother.  As  a  girl,  Mrs. 
Walker  was  noted  for  her  sunny  nature  and  for  her 
buoyant  health.  She  was  a  "blue  ribbon  winner"  as  a 
rider    (side-saddle),    a    swift    and  graceful  skater,   and   a 


skilled  performer  on  the  tennis  court.  (She  and  Miss 
Annie  Belle  "made  history"  on  the  Hill  by  hiking  to 
Farmville  and  back  one  afternoon!) 

Mrs.  Walker  was  unselfish,  conscientious,  loyal,  and 
sincere;  in  all  relations  and  conditions  in  life  she  measured 
up  to  the  highest  standards — dutiful  to  parents,  devoted 
to  brothers  and  sisters,  faithful  and  loving  to  husband 
and  children,  a  consistent  member  of  her  church,  useful 
and  beloved  in  the  communities  in  which  she  lived  and 
labored.  The  voice  of  criticism  was  never  raised  against 
her  in  all  the  years  of  her  useful  life.  She  fought  a  good 
fight,  she  finished  her  course  with  abundant  success,  she 
kept  the  faith.  "She  opened  her  mouth  with  wisdom  and 
in  her  tongue  was  the  law  of  kindness." 

Mrs.  Walker  is  survived  by  her  husband,  by  her  son 
and  his  wife  (who  lovingly  filled  a  daughter's  place),  by 
her  niece,  Caroline  (Mrs.  Edward  Courts),  by  her  nephews, 
Edward,  Taylor  and  Venable  Martin,  and  by  a  small 
grandson,  George  William  Walker  II,  named  for  his 
honored  paternal  grandfather  of  the  Class  of  1868. 

Funeral  services,  conducted  by  her  beloved  friends, 
Drs.  W.  Twyman  Williams  and  J.  B.  Massey,  were  held 
in  College  Church,  December  23,  with  interment  in  the 
nearby  cemetery.

The  former  residence  of  Miss  Alice  Burton  in  Danville, 
Va.,  is  now  the  only  Presbyterian  Home  for  aged  ladies 
under  the  care  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia.  The  Roanoke 
Presbyterian  of  October,  1948,  issued  a  Sunnyside  Sup- 
plement with  appreciative  mention  of  the  work  of  Mr. 
Royster  Lyle,  '17,  President  since  1942.  Mr.  Lyle  is  an 
employee  of  the  R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Company,  but 
he  has  given  freely  of  his  time,  energy,  and  thought  to  the 
upbuilding  and  maintenance  of  this  Institution;  and  he 
has  traveled  at  his  own  expense  to  present  the  cause  of 
this  Synodical  Home  to  every  Presbytery  and  Presby- 
terial  in  the  Synod;  and  under  his  management  the  sup- 
port of  this  Home  has  been  doubled.  The  Home  is  filled 
to  capacity  and  many  are  on  the  waiting  list.  The  Institu-

tion  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Directors,  with 
Mr.  Lyle  as  President — all  members  and  officers  volunteer 
their  services.  The  Home  employs  a  matron,  a  nurse, 
four  servants,  and  a  part  time  stenographer. 

There  is  little  or  no  permanent  endowment;  the  annual 
receipts  from  the  Synod  are  now  about  $8,000;  the  re- 
mainder of  the  expenses  are  met  by  gifts  and  other  un- 
certain means,  and  often  the  President  must  do  quick 
work  in  order  to  pay  the  bills.  So  convincing  and  pur- 
suasive  is  he  that  it  is  said  there  are  those  who  reach  for 
their  check-books  when  they  see  Mr.  Lyle  coming. 


The  Charleston  Meeting 

The  Charleston  Chapter  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Alumni  Association  met  at  the  Edgewood  Country  Club 
in  the  evening  of  Friday,  December  10,  1948.  Dr.  Arch

A  Hampden-Sydney  Hymn 

In  1925  the  General  Assembly  of  our  Church  appointed 
a  committee  to  prepare  and  publish  a  new  hymn  book.

Among  the  new  hymns,  0  Little  Child  of  Bethlehem 
appeared,  and  is  found  on  Page  65  of  the  1929  edition, 
which  is  still  used  in  some  of  our  churches,  among  them, 
in  our  own  College  Church. 

This  beautiful  hymn  was  written  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Mc- 
Kelway,  who  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1884;

a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1887. 

Our  Alumni  and  other  friends  of  the  College  will  be 
pleased  to  know  that  a  photostat  of  this  hymn,  with  the 
music,  has  been  presented  to  the  College  by  Mr.  Ro. 
McL.  Whittet  of  Richmond;  and  also  an  enlarged  photo- 
graph, 15  inches  by  10  in  size. 

The  photostat  will  be  placed  in  our  Alumni  files,  and 
the  photograph  will  be  suitably  framed  and  hung  on  our 
College  walls.  The  gift  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Of  additional  interest  is  the  fact  that  this  hymn  (truly 
a  sacred  "Hampden-Sydney  Hymn")  was  broadcast 
over  station  WMBI,  one  of  Chicago's  most  powerful 
stations.

Reaches  the  Angels  (Los  Angeles,  Calif.) 

Dr.  C.  B.  Wallace,  Class  of  1880,  founder  and  builder 
of  the  famous  University  School  that  bore  his  name  in 
Nashville,  helped  to  shape  the  scholastic  interests  and  to 
mould  the  characters  of  many  boys  who  have,  as  men, 
made  outstanding  records.  Among  these  is  Mr.  Grantland 
Rice,  in  his  younger  days  athlete  and  scholar,  who  com- 
bined scholarship  and  athletic  achievement — a  rare 
accomplishment.  This  Dean  of  American  sports  writers 
was  honored  in  Los  Angeles  by  some  friends  who  arranged 
a  nation-wide  broadcast  "This  is  Your  Life."  Scenes  and 
incidents  of  Mr.  Rice's  varied  life  were  portrayed,  and  at 
the  proper  time  friends  and  participants  of  his  labors 
appeared  in  person  on  the  stage  to  greet  him.  Among 
these  invited  friends  was  Mr.  Rice's  old  instructor,  Dr. 
Wallace,  who  breakfasted  at  his  home  in  Nashville,  Tenn., 
on  the  morning  of  December  27,  1948,  and  retired  to  rest 
at  11:00  P.  M.  in  Los  Angeles. 

Dr.  Wallace  at  first  was  undecided  about  accepting  the 
invitation  to  take  part  in  this  joyous  celebration,  but, 
being  a  descendant  of  the  "Scots  wha  hae  with  Wallace 
bled"  and  fearing  nothing  but  sin  and  Satan  and  being  a 
Presbyterian  who  still  believes  in  predestination,  he  crossed 
the  great  divide  in  a  plane  30,000  feet  above  the  snowy 
peaks,  took  an  active  part  in  the  exercises,  and  returned 
to  his  home  safe  and  sound.

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Rev.  Edward  Baptist,  Class  of  1813, 
Founder  of  University  of  Richmond 

Edward  Baptist,  the  eminent  minister  of  the  Baptist 
Church  was  born  in  Powhatan  County,  Virginia,  May  12, 
1700,  was  baptized  in  1810,  graduated  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  in  1813;  studied  Theology  under  Dr. 
Moses  Hoge,  President  of  Hampden-Sydney  College; 
married  May,  1817.  He  established  a  school  for  candidates 
for  the  ministry  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  1830,  at  Dunlora 
Academy,  his  home  in  Powhatan  County,  Virginia. 

This  school  was  operated  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Virginia  Baptist  Education  Society,  and  in  1832  was 
moved  to  a  farm  in  Henrico  County,  near  the  present 
site  of  the  Joseph  Bryan  Park,  and  was  called  1  he 
Virginia  Baptist  Seminary."  Later  it  was  moved  to  the 
outskirts  of  Richmond,  and  in  1840  it  was  chartered  by 
the  State  as  Richmond  College.  In  1914  the  site  and 
campus  of  the  College  were  sold;  and  the  Institution 
embracing  Westhampton  College  for  women  and  the 
previously  established  Law  School  became  the  University 
of  Richmond,  an  ornament  to  the  city  which  still  retains 
its  ties  with  the  Baptist  Church,  though  it  seems  to  have 
shuffled  off  the  Theological  characteristics  of  its  ancestor 
at  Dunlora.  On  October  16,  1948,  the  State  Highway 
Commission  dedicated  a  Roadside  Marker  on  Route  60, 
honoring  the  pious  and  learned  founder  of  the  University 
of  Richmond  and  his  farm  house  home  "Dunlora."

The  Richmond  Meeting 

The  autumn   meeting  of  the  Richmond   chapter  was 
held  in  the  banquet  hall  of  Ewart's  Cafeteria  the  evening 
of  October   22,   with   Vice   President   E.   T.   Maben    as 
toastmaster.

"Squat"  Palmer  being  of  special  merit.     Mr.   Proctor 
was  called  on  and  he  clearly  outlined  the  present  policy 
of  the  College  with  regard  to  the  type  of  teams  to  be  met, 
particularly  in  football.     There'  was  more  than   a   hint 
that  the  game  of  the  morrow  would  be  the  last  with  the 
University  of  Richmond.    The  speech  of  the  evening  was 
by  Doctor  Gammon.    He  gave  the  Alumni  the  facts  with 
regard  to  the  campaign  for  funds  and  likewise  pictured 
the   situation    as   to   enrollment,    personnel,    and    equip- 
ment.   He  invited  questions  and  many  were  put  to  him 
and  to  Mr.  Proctor.    These  ranged  from  baseball  pros- 
pects   to   the   amount   the   Alumni    must   contribute   to 
meet  the  conditions  of  the  $100,000  gift  of  the  General 
Education  Board  by  December  31.     After  the  regular 
meeting  was  over,  many  lingered  to  chat  with  President 
Gammon  and  others  from  the  campus.     The  following

Necrology 


CRITZER.  Mr.  Chesterfield  Critzer  of  Albemarle  County,  \  a.,  was 
born  near  Afton,  Va.,  in  1871,  and  died  in  the  University  of  Virginia 
Hospital  on  December  6,  1948.  Mr.  Critzer  was  a  good  and  useful  man 
in  the  community  in  which  he  spent  his  entire  life  and  his  wholesome  in- 
fluence will  be  missed  greatly.  He  had  been  a  ruling  elder  and  clerk  of 
the  Session  of  Lebanon  Church  since  191 3.  All  his  adult  life  he  had 
taught  in  the  Sunday  School  of  which  for  many  years  he  was  Superin- 
tendent. Often  he  represented  his  church  at  the  meetings  of  Presbytery 
and  Synod,  and  he  had  been  a  delegate  of  West  Hanover  Presbytery  in 
the  General  Assembly.  Mr.  Critzer  was  one  of  the  good  old-fashioned 
elders  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  who  have  been  pillars  in  the  rural 
churches  so  potent  in  keeping  the  church  pure  in  doctrine  and  its  mem- 
bers abundant  in  good  works.  Two  of  this  good  man's  sons— Mr.  Frank 
J.  Critzer, '25,  of  Pulaski  and  Mr.  Sheild  B.  Critzer,  '32,  of  Staunton— 
are  Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  a  grandson,  Ben  Lake 
Critzer,  son  of  Frank  J.,  graduated  here  last  June. 

HENEBERGER.  Mr.  Andrew  Ellis  Heneberger  Class  of  1895,  a 
retired  newspaper  man,  died  in  his  native  town,  Harrisonburg,  Va.,  on 
December  7,  1948.  He  was  75  years  old,  his  death  caused  by  a  heart 
attack.  He  began  his  newspaper  career  with  the  Baltimore  Sun,  but  had 
worked  on  papers  in  Boston  for  more  than  thirty  years.  When  he  retired 
in  October  1947,  he  was  connected  with  the  Boston  Herald-Traveler.  Mr.

JAMES  EDGAR  SMITH.  The  Class  of  1884  had  few  graduates,  but 
it  was  composed  of  those  of  whom  the  majority  were  men  of  unusual 
mental  ability,  of  marked  usefulness  and  achievements.  To  this  Class 
belonged:  .  ...     . 

Dr.  A.  L.  Bondurant,  Professor  in  the  University  of  Mississippi;  Rev. 
P.  C.  Clark,  Secretary  of  Home  Missions  of  Montgomery  Presbytery, 
and  useful  Trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney  College;  A.  D.  Drew,  M.  D., 
Medical  Missionary  to  China  and  U.  S.  Specialist  in  Eastern  Diseases; 
Rev.  James  R.  Graham,  Missionary  to  China,  charming  companion  and 
loyal  friend;  Rev.  R.  V.  Lancaster,  Missionary  to  China,  second  honor 
man  of  the  Class  whose  Philosophical  oration,  based  on  the  words  of  a 
Scotch  Philosopher  "I  canna  but  believe  that  dogs  have  Souls,"  was 
long  remembered  at  Hampden-Sydney;  Dr.  Willis  H.  Bocock  and 
William  O.  Little  divided  the  First  Honor,  the  former  a  nationally  known 
classical  scholar,  the  latter  a  gifted  specialist  in  all  the  subjects  of  his 
course;  Beverley  H.  Robertson,  brilliant  student  and  courteous  gentle- 
man; Rev.  Charles  R.  Stribling,  beloved  pastor  and  preacher;  James 
Edgar  Smith,  A.  M.,  LL.  M.,  lawyer,  author,  man  of  letters. 

All  the  members  of  the  Class,  save  possibly  Will  Little,  have  passed 
from  earth;  the  last  to  go  has  been  James  Edgar  Smith.  He  was  a  man 
of  wide  attainments  in  Law  and  Literature,  a  charming  and  stimulating 
letter-writer,  as  this  deponent  can  testify  from  personal  experience,  a 
gentleman  of  the  finest  fibre.  He  was  born  in  Washington,  D.  C,  on 
August  17,  1864,  and  died  in  his  native  city  on  March  4,  1948.  He 
practiced  law  in  Washington,  entered  the  service  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  in  1907  and  retired  on  June  30,  1940.  A  writer 
in  the  official  organ  of  the  Commission  wrote  "so  sweet  and  gentle  was 
his  nature  that  he  was  universally  beloved,  and  his  smiling  face  will  be 


sorely  missed.  .  .  He  was  a  poet  of  more  than  ordinary  ability;  many  of 
his  sonnets  have  been  published  and  he  was  the  author  of  a  charming 
series  of  brief  philosophical  articles  that  appeared  as  'Essays'  in  1937. 
The  writer  continued,  and  The  Record  joins  in  the  sentiment;  "our 
deepest  sympathy  is  extended  to  his  wife  and  daughter.  They  must  be 
greatly  consoled  by  the  remembrance  of  such  a  devoted  husband  and 
father  and  a  gentleman  of  high  character." 

CHEWNING.  Mr.  Edward  Conway  Chewning  was  born  in  Spot- 
sylvania Countv,  Va.,  in  1894,  and  died  at  a  Richmond  Hospital,  on 
December  6,  1948,  in  consequence  of  a  heart  attack.  Mr.  Chewning  was 
educated  at  the  Spotsylvania  County  Schools  and  at  the  Randolph- 
Macon  Academy  at  Bedford,  Va.,  once  a  flourishing  fitting  school.  For 
about  ten  year's  he  lived  in  Georgetown  and  Columbia,  S.  C;  then 
moved  to  Richmond  in  193 1,  and  was  a  salesman  for  a  wholesale  Automo- 
bile Supply  Firm.  Mr.  Chewning  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  M.  M. 
Chewning,  by  two  sons,  E.  C.  Chewning,  Jr.,  and  Lynn  Purcell  Chewn- 
ing,  famous  football  player  of  the  1950  Class  at  Hampden-Sydney 
College;  by  two  daughters  of  Richmond;  by  two  sisters  and  a  brother. 
The  last  named,  Mr.  Lewis  G.  Chewning,  '27,  is  a  well-known  business- 
man of  Richmond,  director  of  the  Virginia  Trust  Company  and  of  the 
Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company,  once  President  of  the  Richmond 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  of  the  Virginia  Real  Estate  Association,  and 
recipient  of  the  Algernon  Sydney  Medallion  at  Hampden-Sydney  College 
in  1946. 

LAWSON.  Mennis  Lawson  was  born  in  1895  in  Burke's  Garden,  Va.; 
he  died  in  consequence  of  a  heart  attack  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  November 
27,  1948.  Well  prepared,  he  entered  Hampden-Sydney  College  with 
the  Class  of  191 5,  a  Class  of  49  young  men  of  unusual  ability  and  rare 
promise.  He  ranked  high  in  his  studies  and  was  fully  esteemed  by  his 
classmates;  but  for  some  reason  he  transferred  to  Haverford  College 
from  which  he  graduated  with  honors.  Mr.  Lawson  was  a  farmer  in 
Burke's  Gardens  for  a  time;  then  in  1927  he  moved  to  Baltimore,  Md., 
engaged  in  the  real  estate  business,  and  was  associated  with  several 
important  firms.  Prominent,  too,  in  religious  activities  he  was  vestry- 
man and  Sunday  School  Superintendent  in  St.  Mark's-on-the-Hill 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Pikesville.  In  1946  he  married  a  widow, 
Mrs.  Margaret  Pyle  of  Baltimore,  and  their  home  was  5203  Roland 
Avenue.  Mr.  Lawson  was  an  admirable  person.  As  a  boy  he  was  a 
faithful  friend  and  successful  student,  as  a  man  he  was  a  useful  and 
earnest  business  man;  as  a  churchman  he  was  a  respected  and  honored 
Christian.  The  friends  of  his  youth  at  Hampden-Sydney  remember  him 
with  affection  after  a  separation  of  more  than  thirty  years. 

MORTON.  William  ScottMorton,  Class  of  1880  was  born  in  Charlotte 
County,  Virginia,  September  30,  1859,  and  died  in  Farmville,  Va.,  . 
September  19,  1948.  He  was  a  son  of  the  late  Mr.  William  Morton  and 
Mrs.  Margaret  Watkins  Morton  of  "Campostella,"  prominent  in  the 
business,  social  and  religious  life  of  Charlotte.  He  was  the  last,  but  one, 
of  a  large  family  of  brothers  and  sisters.  Prepared  for  College  at  the 
Prince  Edward  Academy  of  which  Professor  James  R.  Thornton  of 
honored  memory  was  founder  and  principal,  he  entered  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  with  the  Class  of  1880,  and  later  graduated  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary.  For  some  time  he  was  a  home  missionary  in 
Texas  and  Oklahoma.  Returning  to  Charlotte  County,  Virginia,  Mr. 
Morton  engaged  in  farming  at  his  home  on  Little  Roanoke.  While  thus 
engaged  he  moved  to  Farmville,  Va.,  and  spent  the  later  years  of  his 
life  in  historical  work  and  genealogical  research  in  which  he  was  deeply 
interested  and  successful.  He  knew  the  history  and  people  of  this  section 
of  Virginia  as  few  men  have  done;  never  satisfied  to  make  a  statement 
unlesshe  could  support  it  by  a  deed  or  will  or  court  record  or  verified 
historical  document.  This  attitude  was  characteristic  of  the  man  in  all 
the  relations  of  life  in  which  he  was  always  guided  by  the  religious 
principles  taught  him  by  his  parents  and  practiced  in  their  home. 

By  Mr.  Morton's  death,  the  survivors  of  the  Class  of  1880  are  reduced 
to  two,  both  of  whom  loved  their  classmate  and  will  miss  him.  He  is 
survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Margaret  Haw  Morton,  by  two  sons — William 
S.  Morton.  Jr.,  '23,  and  R.  Winston  Morton,  '26 — and  by  a  brother. 
Dr.  G.  V.  Morton  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas.    The  good  man  was  tried  by 
life's  vicissitudes  and  by  disappointed  hopes,   but  his  faith  held  firm    j 
"as  an   anchor  of  the  soul   both   sure  and  steadfast,"  for  he  knew  in    I 
whom  he  had  believed  and  was  persuaded  that  in  His  service  the  believer    | 
was  safe. 

A  cultured  gentleman,  a  loyal  friend,  an  humble  Christian  has  gone m 
from  earth. 

DENNY.  William  Alfred  Wright  Denny,  of  the  Class  of  1887,  son  of  I 
Rev.  George  H.  Denny,  Class  of  185S,  a  brave  Confederate  soldier,  and  | 
Mrs.  Charlotte  Wright  Denny,  was  born  in  Essex  County,  Virginia,  I 
in  1866,  and  died  in  Charles  Town,  W.  Va.,  September  8,  1948.  AfterH 
leaving  College  he  decided  to  make  teaching  his  life's  work,  taught  for II 
some  years  in  Virginia,  and  in  1892  moved  to  Charles  Town,  W.  Ya.,  and  H 
was  connected  with  the  old  Charles  Town  Academy.    Later  he  became  H 
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identified  with  the  Public  School  System,  was  teacher  and  principal  of 
the  elementary  school,  helped  to  establish  the  Charles  Town  High 
School,  and  was  one  of  the  moving  spirits  in  developing  the  system  in 
West  Virginia. 

When  he  retired  in  1939,  the  Board  of  education  named  the  graded 
school  in  Charles  Town  "The  Denny  School"  in  recognition  of  Mr. 
Denny's  long  and  efficient  service.  On  August  21,  1895,  he  married 
Miss  Eleanor  Cramer  of  Charles  Town,  who  survives  him  with  two 
children — George  H.  Denny,  '18,  of  Westfield,  N.  J.,  and  Mrs.  Frank  J. 
Beckwith  of  Charles  Town.  Mr.  Denny  is  survived  also  by  two  brothers 
— Dr.  George  H.  Denny,  the  distinguished  educator,  Class  of  1891, 
formerly  President  of  Washington  and  LeeUniversity,  and  nowChancellor 
iof  the  University  of  Alabama,  and  Mr.  Robert  Denny  of  Nicholasville, 
Ky. — and  by  two  sisters,  Miss  M.  C.  Denny  of  Harrisonburg,  Va.,  and 
Miss  Otelia  Denny,  of  Amelia  Court  House,  Virginia. 

Mr.  Denny  was  not  only  a  faithful  and  successful  teacher  and  organizer 
but  he  was -also  an  outstanding  and  useful  citizen  in  the  town  and  the 
community.  A  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  he  was  a  ruling 
elder  for  many  years,  Clerk  of  the  Session,  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School,  his  pastor's  friend  and  helper  as  long  as  strength  and 
health  permitted. 

HAMLETT.  Samuel  Hales  Hamlett,  '96,  was  born  at  Halifax  Court 
House,  V«.,  July  15,  1878,  the  oldest  son  of  a  family  of  eight  sons  and 
three  daughters — children  of  Mr.  Coleman  S.  Hamlett  and  his  wife, 
[before  her  marriage,  Miss  Alice  Roberta  Hales.  He  was  named  for  his 
[maternal  grandfather,  Samuel  C.  Hales,  M.  D.,  Class  of  185 1,  who,  and 
his  brother,  Dr.  Robert  Hales,  Class  of  1846,  were  sons  of  Dr.  Peter 
Hales,  Class  of  1819.  All  of  the  brothers  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch  were 
Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College;  John  C,  Jr.,  '95;  of  Powhatan,  Va.; 
Coleman  O.,  '97,  Farmville,  Va.;  Barksdale,  '98,  in  his  life  time  dis- 
tinguished in  educational  circles  in  Kentucky;  Peter  W.,  '03,  late  mis- 
sionary in  China;  Robert  E.,  '04,  late  lawyer  in  North  Carolina,;  Harry 
R.,  '12,  pharmacist  in  Blackstone,  Va.,  and  Percival  L.,  '12,  of  Marvell, 
Ark.  Kir.  Hamlett's  chief  interest  was  scientific  farming;  at  one  time 
he  was  manager  of  one  of  the  Virginia  experimental  farms. 
[  In  1909,  he  moved  to  Texas  and  settled  near  Premont;  in  1915  he 
married  Miss  Nell  McCaughan,  and  to  this  union  were  born  one  daughter 
'and  three  sons.  During  World  War  I,  Mr.  Hamlett  returned  to  Virginia 
jand  resided  there  for  some  years.  In  1941,  the  family  moved  to  Alice, 
Texas,  where  Mr.  Hamlett  died  September  12,  1948,  survived  by  his 
Kvidow,  by  a  daughter  (Mrs.  H.  Chilton  Cook,  Jr.),  and  by  two  sons — 
Thomas  Lambeth  Hamlett  and  Samuel  Barksdale  Hamlett,  by  three 
sisters,  and  by  the  four  brothers  noted  above.  It  was  a  vigorous  and 
Virile  family  of  which  Mr.  C.  O.  Hamlett,  Class  of  1897,  alone  resides 
in  the  old  homestead  in  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia. 

PHIPPS.  Mr.  Carl  Leonard  Phipps  was  a  student  at  Hampden- 
Jydney  College  for  the  session  1921-22;  later  he  attended  the  University 
:>f  Maine  and  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  He 
unlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Air  Force,  but  did  not  see  active  service.  He  served 
with  the  Maine  State  Forestry  department,  and  with  the  Brown  Com- 
pany Forestry  department,  and  was  employed  with  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Highway  department.  On  August  8,  1925,  he  married  in  Water- 
v  ille,  Me.,  Miss  Mary  M.  Peabody,  who  has  written  that  her  husband 
sassed  away  in  July,  1947,  the  news  coming  from  2  Jewell  Street,  Gor- 
ham,  N.  H.

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Visit  of  Dean  Gauss 

"What  Education  is  for"  was  the  subject  of  the  address 
by  Dean  Christina  Gauss  of  Princeton  University  at  the 
Convocation  held  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  October 
25.  Dean  Gauss  was  appearing  in  a  series  of  lectures 
before  Virginia  College  audiences,  sponsored  by  the 
Richmond  Area  University  Center. 

According  to  the  noted  educator  the  aim  of  education  is 
ultimately  moral  and  to  be  sound,  must  be  anchored  in 
some  satisfactory  conception  of  the  good  life.  He  pointed 
out  that  we  must  educate  in  the  human  tradition.  Human 
tradition  is  traceable  in  two  main  streams,  firstly,  the 
Classical  stream  and,  secondly,  the  Christian  stream. 
Education  should  acquaint  American  youth  with  a 
consciousness  and  understanding  of  both  of  these  streams 
since  American  ideals  are  derived  therefrom. 

The  Classical  Christian  College  has  always,  if  true  to 
its  ideal,  been  educating  our  citizens  for  life  in  "one 
world."  The  idea  of  one  world  is  in  line  with  both  Classical 
and  Christian  thought.  The  good  Dean  expressed  his 
delight  at  being  at  Hampden-Sydney,  an  institution  with 
such  close  ties  with  Princeton.

RESUME  FOOTBALL  SEASON 

In  the  face  of  subsidization  practices  so  prevalent  in 
college  athletics  today,  little  Hampden-Sydney  reached 
far  down  into  the  ranks  of  its  424  students  and  came  up 
with  one  of  the  best  football  teams  ever  produced  in  the 
long  history  of  the  old  college  on  the  Hill. 

The  1948  football  team  breezed  through  a  tough  nine- 
>ame  schedule  with  six  wins,  two  losses  and  a  tie  to  equal 
;he  best  efforts  ever  turned  in  by  a  Tiger  grid  team.  The 
original  record  was  made  by  the  1921  team. 

The  Tigers  barely  missed  another  record  of  long  stand- 
ng  during  the  season  just  completed.  Hampden-Sydney's 
:otal  of  181  against  all  opponents  during  1948  was  just 
;wo  shy  of  the  record  total  scored  by  the  squad  of  1917. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  the  Tiger's  success  on  the  grid- 
ron  must  go  to  Coach  Morgan  Tiller,  whose  rebuilding 
brogram  brought  such  amazing  results  in  only  its  second 
reason  of  operation. 

National  recognition  was  won  by  Lynn  Chewning, 
Tiger  co-captain  and  halfback,  who  was  the  team's 
parkplug  throughout  the  campaign.  Among  other 
things,  Chewning  was  named  to  the  Little  All-America, 
kittle  All-Southern  and  Virginia  All-State  teams,  and  led 
he  State  in  scoring  with  78  points. 

',  Playing  in  the  inaugural  all-star  North-South  Shrine 
Jowl  game  at  Miami,  Fla.,  on  Christmas  night,  Chewning 
cored  the  touchdown  that  put  the  South  ahead  to  stay 
tvith  a  16-yard  drive  through  the  center  of  the  line. 

A  recapitulation  of  the  season  shows  the  Tigers  in  a 
omplete  reversal  of  form  from  the  disastrous  1947  cam- 
paign. 

H-S  6;  WOFFORD  6 

Hampden-Sydney  gave  evidence  of  the  successful 
eason  that  lay  ahead  in  the  very  first  game  when  they 
>attled  a  heavier  and  favored  Wofford  Terrier  eleven  to  a 
>-6  tie.  The  Tigers  scored  in  the  second  quarter  on  a  short 
ilunge  by  Chewning  and  stayed  out  in  front  until  just 
wo  minutes  before  the  end  of  the  game  when  Wofford 
apitalized  on  a  H-S  fumble  to  push  across  the  tying 
core.  A  80-yard  touchdown  punt  return  by  Chewning 
;iad  been  called  back  several  plays  before  because  of  a 
enalty.  The  game  was  played  at  Spartanburg,  S.  C.

The  following  week  the  Tigers  struck  quick  for  their 
jrst  win  of  the  early  campaign  on  two  touchdowns  by 
piewning  and  a  16-yard  scoring  romp  by  Righthaif 
Robert  "Wink"  Osburn.  Chewning's  second  six-pointer 
jvas  the  highlight  of  the  game,  which  was  held  at  Greens-

The  visitors  came  back  strong  in  the  scond  half, 
but  a  determined  Tiger  line  buckled  down  to  halt  the 
Wasps  after  two  successful  touchdown  drives.

With  Osburn  scoring  three  touchdowns  and  Chewning 
adding  a  fourth,  the  Tigers  extended  their  winning  streak 
to  three  games  with  a  handy  win  over  the  hard-fighting 
Shipbuilders  at  Newport  News.  Again  Hampden-Sydney 
eased  up  in  the  final  period  after  holding  a  28-0  lead,  but 
the  outcome  was  never  in  doubt.

Unable  to  cope  with  the  big  line  of  the  Spiders,  H-S 
went  down  in  defeat  for  the  first  time  but  not  without 
letting  the  winners  know  that  they  had  been  in  a  tough 
ball  game.  Reserve  Halfback  Garrett  Leonard  took  a 
16-yard  pass  from  Quarterback  Numa  Bradner  in  the 
closing  minutes  of  the  game  to  keep  the  Tigers'  record  of 
scoring  in  every  game  intact.  Guard  Walt  Bridges  and 
Tackle  Claude  Milam  drew  much  praise  from  sport- 
writers  covering  the  game  for  their  work  in  the  rugged 
line  play. 

H-S  13;  SEWANEE  20 

The  Richmond  game  was  still  to  have  its  effects  the 
following  week  as  the  sluggish  Tigers  bowed  to  Sewanee  in 
Roanoke's  Victory  Stadium.  After  spotting  the  Ten- 
nesseans  a  20-0  lead,  Hampden-Sydney  came  to  life  in 
the  fourth  quarter  to  score  twice  on  passes  from  Bradner 
to  Chewning.  The  two  plays  covered  29  and  60  yards, 
respectively.  Time  ran  out  before  Tiger  threats  for 
another  score  could  become  a  reality.

As  a  warm-up  for  Randolph-Macon,  the  Tigers  eased  by 
an  outclassed  Gallaudet  team  to  get  back  on  the  victory 
train  again.  Four  players  shared  in  the  scoring:  Chewning 
with  three  touchdowns;  Graver,  with  one  touchdown 
and  three  extra  points;  and  End  Bill  Lucado  and  Full- 
back Clarence  Holland  with  one  each,  both  scoring  on  the 
receiving  end  of  passes  from  Quarterback  Doug  Chapman.

Before  approximately  3,000  Homecoming  Day  fans, 
the  Tigers  walked  off  the  field  with  the  most  important 
game  of  the  year.
